CHAPTER 506.

AN ACT to amend section 1770b of the statutes of 1898, as

amended by séction 27, chapter 351, laws of 1899; section
1, chapter 399, laws of 1901; and section 1, chapter 434,
laws of 1901, and ereating four new sections to the statutes
of 1898 to be known as 1770f, 1770g, 1770h and 1770i, relat-
ing to foreign corporations.

The people of the slate of Wisconsin, represenied in senate and
assembly, do enact as follows:

Filing articles; attorney; process; forfeitures; contracts.
SecrioN 1. Section 1770b of the statutes of 1898 as amended
by section 27, ehapter 351 of the laws of 1899, section 1, chap-
ter 399 of the laws of 1901 and section 1, chapter 434 of the
Taws of 1901, is hereby amended so as to read as follows: See-
tion 1770b.*

1. For the purposcs of this scetion, the {crm ‘‘cor poration’
shall include all corporations,. associalions, comparics, joinl
stock companics, or crpress companics orgamzed  othcrwise
than undcr the laws of lhis stafe.

2. No corporalion, incorporalcd or orgmized ollcrwisc than
wider the lmws of lis stale, crcept railroad corporations, cor-
porations, or associalinns crcated solely for rdigious or charil-
able purposes, insurance compuinics and fralcrnal or beneficiary
corporations, sociclics, ordecrs and associations furnislang life
or casualty insurance or indemnity upon the mulual or as-
sexsment plan, shall Iransacl business o acqvire, hold or dis-
pose of property in lhis stalc until sich corporalion shall have
caused to be filed in the office of lhe secrelary of state a copy
of its charlcr, arliclis of association or incorporation and all
amendments thercto duly cevlificd by the secrctary of slatc of
the state whevein the corporalion was organized. In case the
laws of e state whercin the corporalion was organized
do mol require thal the charler, arlicles of associalion or
incorporalion be filed in the office of {ne secrelary of slate.
then savd charter, arliclcs of associalion or incorporalion shall
e corbificd o by tie rogistar of deeds or other officer wilth
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*Eatire scction is rewritten.
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whom said articles of association or incorporation were filed,
wilh a certificale of tie secrctary of state atlached, certifying
tiat said officer is the proper officer to cerlify to said ariicles
of association or incorporalion.

3. Such corporation, by ils president, secretary, treasurer or
aeneral manager, shail make and forward lo the secrelary of
siate, with the articles of association or incorporalion above
provided for, a statemeni duly sicorn to, stating:

a. The name of such corporalion and the location of ils prin-
cipal office or place of business withoul this stale, and, in casc
said corporation 1s to have any pluace of business or principal
office within this statc, the localion thereof.

b. The names and addresses of the officers of said corpora-
tion, and the name and address of the agent or mamager of
said corporalion who mwwy represent said corporation in this
scate.

c. The amount of the capilai stock paid in money, property
or services. )

d. The nature of the business to be {ransacted wn this state.

e. The proportion of the capital stock of said corporation
which is reprcsented in (his staie by ils properly located or lo
be acquired therein and by it dDusimess {o be transacted therein.
In determining said proporlion of the capital stock, the prop-
erty of said corporation located in this stale or to be acquired
llierein and the business iransactcd wilhin and without the
clate for one year immedialely preceding the filing of its char-
ter or articles of associalion o) incorporalion shall be consid-
ered and control.

f. Shall constitutc and appoint the secretary of state its true
and lawful atforncy upon whom the sumanons, notices, plead-
mgs or process i any aclion or proceceding against it may be
served tn respect to any liabilily arising oul of any business,
conlract or transaction i this stale, and slipulate that service
thereof upon the secrctary of stale, or his assistant, shall bc
accepted irrevocably as a valid service upon it, and that such
appomtment and stipulalion shall continue in force irrevocably
so long as any lability of such corporation remains outsiand-
ing i this state.

g. When such corporalion was authorized to do business in
the stale wherein incorporated and whetheér now so authorized.

h. That such corporation as a condition of its being per-
mitted to begin or continue doing business within this stale,
shall comply wilth all the laws of the slate with regard to for-
eign corporations.
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4. Such corporation shall pay inio the office of the secretary
of state, upon filing its articles of assuciation or incorporation,
a fee of twenly-five dollars, and one dollar for every one thou-
sand dollars of its capital stock exceeding twenty-five thousand
dollars employed or to be employed in this state, as shown by
ils sworn sialement.

5. AUl amendments to the articles of association or sncorpor-
ation made subsequent to the first filing with the secrelary of
state shall be certified to and filed in the sameé manner as the
articles of association or sncorporation, and shall be so filed
within thirty days afier the sume have been filed wilth the sec-
retary of stale or other proper officer of the state wheresn the
corporation s organized. For filing such amendmeni the cor-
poration shall pay to the secrelary of stale a fee of ten dollars
except in case of amendmenl tncreasing capiltal stock, in which
case the fee for filing shall be in addition to ten dollars, one
dollar for each additional one thousand dollars of the increased
capital stock to be used in this state, as shown by a sworn state-
ment to be filed with the amendment increasing the capital
stock, which satd statement shall be signed by the president,
secretary, lreasurer or general manager of the corporation, and
shall state the proportion of the wmcreased capital stock to be
employed in this stale. In case of fatlure to file amendment,
as above stated, the corporation shall pay to the seeretary of
slate, on filing said amendment, a penally of twenty-five dol-
iars.

6. Whenever any change is made in the offices of such cor-
poration, the names and addresses of the officers elected shall
be filed with the secrelary of state within twenly daeys after
such change. The license of such corporation to do business
in this state shall be revoked if it shall .remove or make appli-
calion o remove into any district or circuil court of the Uniled
States, any aclion or proceeding commenced against it by any
citizen of Wisconsin upon any claim or cause of action arising
within this stafe.

7. Every [oreign corporalion which has heretofore filed wilh
lhe secretary of state a copy of ils charter or articles of asso-
ciation or incorporation, or which shall hercafier file the same
as required by this act, and every forcign corporation tramsact-
ing business in this state shall, annually, during the month of
January, file with the sccrelary of state a report sworn to by
the presidemd, secrelary, treasurer or general manager of ithe
corporation, as of the firsi day of January, which shall state:
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a. The name of such corporation and the location of its prin-
cipal office or place of business without this state, and its place
of business or principal office within this state, if mainiained.

b. The names and addresses of the officers of said corpora-
tion, and the name and address of the ayent or manager who
. may represent sawd corporalion in this state.

¢. The nature of the business transacted in this stale during
the year preceding.

d. The amount of capital stock paid in money, property or
services. .

e. The total amount of business transacted by said corpora-
tion durng the preceding ycar, and the true value of all prop-
erty held by said corporation.

f. The total amount of business transacted during ihe pre-
ceding year in 1his state. ~

g. The 'proportion of the capital stock represented in the
state of Wisconsin by ils property located and business irans-
acted therein during the preceding year. Said corporation
shall pay a fee of two dollars for filing such report. In case
said report shows that sawd cuiporation has increased the pro-
portion of its capital slock employed in this state, said corpora-
non shall pay to the secretary of state, at the time of the filing
said report, an additional fee of one dollar for each one thou-
sand dollars of its capital stock, in excess of twenly-five
thousand dollars, or in excess of tive proporiion of the capital
stock already paid for by said corporation.

h. That such corporation as a condition of its being per-
mitted to begin or contmue doing business within this stale,
shall comply with all the laws of ithe state with regard to for-
eign corporations. In case of failure lo file said report in the
ivme above stated, the corporalion shall pay to the secretary of
slate a penaliy of twenty-five dollars if the same is filed before
Aprid first. In case said report is not filed by April first, or
if said corporation shall remove or make application to remove
inlo any district or circust court of the Uniled States any ac-
tion or proceeding commenced against it by any citizen of
Wisconsin upon any clawm or cause of action arising within this
state, the license issued to said corporatlion shall be void, and
the secretary of state shall enler such forfeit in the records in
his department.

8. Actions may be brought against any corporation in the
name by which it is commonly known. All summons, notice,
pleading or process shall be served om lhe secretary of stale in
duplicate, one copy to ve filed by him in his office, and the scc-
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ond copy to be forwarded by mail forthwilh posiage prepaid,

and directed to such corporation at its principal place of busi--

ness in the Uniled Slaics, as shown by the last sworn statement
on file in his depariment, and at tiic time of serving said papers
a fee of two dollars shall be paid to the secrelary of state,
which said fee shall be taxed as taxable cosls in the action.

9. In case any corporation shall not have any articles of in-
corporation, organization or association, it shall file in the office
of the secrelary of slate the sworn slatement above required
of other corporations, and shall include in such statement a
siatement to lhe effect thal such corporation has no articles of
wcorporation, organizalion or association. Such corporation
shall file an annual report, as adove required of other corpora-
tions, and shall pay the samc fees and be subject to lhe same
penalties as such corporations.

10. AUl forcign corporations and the officers and agenls
thereof doing business in ihis state, shall be subjected o all
the liabililies and restrictions that are, or may be imposed upon
corporations of like character, organized under the laws of this
slate, and shall have no other or greater powers.

Every conlract madc by or on belalf of any such foreign cor-
voration, affccting thc personal liability thereof or relating lo
properiy within this stale, before it shall have complied with
the provisions of this scotion, shall be wholly void on its behalf
and on behalf of ils assiyns, but shall be enforceable against it
or them.

11. The failure lo comply with any of the provisions of this
section shall, for such vidlalion, subject the corporation or any
agent, officer or person acting for it in this state, to a penalty
of five hundred dollars, to be sued for and recovered in the
name of the stalec with the cosls of prosecution, by the altorney
general or by the district atiorney of any county in which it
or any of its agents or officcrs shall be located, or reside, or
transact or atlempt to transact any Dusiness; and such penally,
when recovcred, shail be paid into the treasury of the counly
for the benefit of the sclool fund. Such penally shall not al-
tach where a specific penalty is hercin provided.

12, The provisions of subseclions 3 and 4 relating to stalc-
ment first {o be filed and the fces first to be paid by a corpora-
tion of anolher state, shall not apply to any such corporation
now actually doing business in this slale under a license herc-
tofore issucd.
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License, when revoked; illegal combinations; affidavit; ac-
tions to annul license. SectioN 2. There is hereby created
and added to the statutes of 1898 three new sections to be
known and to read as follows: Section 1770f. Whenever any
foreign corporation doing business in this state shall remove
or make application to remove inté any distriet or circuit court
of the United States any action or proceeding commenced
against it by any citizen of this state, upon any claim or cause
of action arising within this state, it shall be the duty of the
secretary of state, upon such fact being made to appear to him,
to revoke the license of such corporation to do business within
‘this state.

Section 1770g. Any foreign corporation which shall enter
into any combination, conspiracy, trust, pool, agreement or
contract intended to restrain or prevent competition in the
_ supply or price of any article or commodity in general use in
this state, or constituting a subjeect of trade or commerce
therein, or which shall in any manner control the price of any
such article or commodity, fix the price thereof, limit or fix
the amount or quantity thereof to be manufactured, mined,
produced or sold in this state, or fix any standard or figure by
which its price to the public shall be in any manner controlled
or established, shall, upon proof thereof, in any court of com-
petent jurisdiction, have its license or authority to do business
in this state cancelled and annulled.

Section 1770h. No foreign corporation shall be authorized
to file its charter or articles of incorporation or assocation with
the secretary of state or be authorized to do business in this
state unless it shall at the time of making application therefor,
file with the secretary of state an affidavit executed by its presi-
dent, gecretary or general managing officer stating that such
corporation has not violated any of the provisions of section
1770g; and every such corporation shall upon filing its annual
statement with the secretary of state, make and attach thereto
the affidavit of its president, secretary or general managing
officer, fully stating the facts in regard to the matters specified
in section 1770g.

Section 1770i. Upon complaint being made to the attorney
general and evidence produced to him which shall satisfy him
that any such foreign corporation has violated any of the con-
ditions specified in sections 1770f and 1770g, he shall forthwith
bring an action in the name of the state in any circuit court of
this state to have the license of such corporation to do business
in this state, cancelled and annulled and upon due proof being
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made thereof to the satisfaction of the court, judgment shall
be entered therefor. The provisions of section 1791m shall
extend to all proceedings under this and the two foregoing
sections. ,

SecrioN 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from
and after October first, 1905.

CHAPTER 507.

AN ACT to amend sections 1772, 1773, 1774 and 1789 of the
statutes of 1898, as amended by chapter 238 of the laws of
1901, and creating sections 1774a, 1791 and 1791], relating to
the organization of domestic corporations and the filing of an
annual report.

The people of the stute of Wisconsin, represented sn senate and
assemoly, do enact as follows:

Corporation name. SectioN 1. Subdivision 2 of section
1772 of the statutes of 13958 is hereby amended so as to read as
follows: 2. The name * * * of such corporation: But
such name shall not contain the names of individuals in the man-
ner in which they are ordinarily used in partnership or business
names, and shall be such as to distinguish it from any olher cor-
poration oryanized under the luws of thas state. In case of the
reorganizalion of a corporalion the nawme of the old corporation
may be used. No corporate name shall be held illegal because of
the omission of the word ‘‘limited.”” ke location of such cor-
poration in some cily, village or town in the state.

Articles, how filed; certificate; fees. Secrion 2. Subdivi-
sion seven of section 1772 of the statutes of 1896, as amended by
chapter 238 of the laws of 1901, is hereby amended so as to read
as follows: ‘7. Such other provisions or articles, if any not in-
consistent with law, as they may deem proper to be therein in-
serted for the interests of such corporation or the accomplishment
